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It is difficult to imagine a more startling contrast from 
dense, lush vegetation, beautifully colored flowers, with 
delicious fruit growing on every hand, and fish for the 
taking in a constant even climate to harsh, barren ground, 
studded by squat juniper and pinion trees, dull gray sage- 
brush, where pine nuts have to be grubbed for in the right 
season, and the weather is extreme — running blast furnace 
hot on summer days, and Arctic cold in winter, From the 
cool, rolling surf and sparkling beaches to dry, cracked and 
hardened land where even the “jack rabbits have to 
carry canteens.” 

Mormon missionaries had been sent to the Sandwich 
Islands, later to be Known as the Hawaiian Islands, to 
preach the gospel and were quite successful among the 
people. Many of the natives were converted to the new 
teachings, which correlated with their own legends. 

In the middle 1880's, many of the Hawaiians were well- 
versed in the gospel and desired to come to Utah, see the 
cily the Saints had built and participate in the temple 
ceremonies. These people were faithful in their desires 
although they received no encouragement from Church 
leaders in Salt Lake City. About 50 Islanders from the 
Kanaka tribe came and were very impressed with the city 
and its people and desired to stay so they could work in the 
temple. By 1887 another 25 had come over and all were 
housed just north of Salt Lake City on a temporary basis. 
Most of them were unskilled at industrial activities, they 
were having difficulty with the language and cultural dif- 
ferences and they felt they would rather have their own 
colony, The Church authorities, in searching all the neigh- 
boring counties, found that all the best land in large areas 
was already taken, The Hawaiians were insistent on stay- 
ing, however, so in_1889 a 1280 acre ranch 20 miles south 
of the Great Salt Lake, in the “romantic-sounding” haven 
of a place called Skull Valley was purchased for them, 

The contrast already stated was, if anything, under- 
stated, it certainly was not exaggerated. The Kanakas prob- 
ably looked down their noses at some of the good farmland 
they had seen, in comparison with what they were used to, 
even If it was unavailable, and now they had to settle for 
this bleak, forbidding desert tract. 

There was plenty of land, but only a trickle of water 
from a spring up in the western foothills of the Stansbury 
Mountains. The land was deeded such that there would 
actually be cnough water for the colony but none for any- 
one else who might wish to settle nearby and be a potential 
cause for dilliculties. The new colonists spent the winter in 
the existing ranch buildings, learning the definition of Utah 
winter, Next spring a mile-square townsite was surveyed so 
that cach adult male and widow drew Tots, The Chureh 
also built ten houses, a school building and chapel to gel 
the town started. The amazing thing is thut the Wholé group

of Islanders didn’t pack up and go back. But they had 
a deeply religious faith that kept them close to Salt Lake 
City. They then named their litte town losepa, pronounced 
Yo-sé-pa or Yo-see-pa, in honor of the sixth president of 
the Latter-day Saint Church, Joseph F. Smith. 

A_grocery store for essential staples was built in the 
townsite, more homes were erected and folks got started in 
beautifying their town, High in the hills, concrete troughs 
were built to catch and control every bit of water possible, 
which was channeled into an aqueduct along with spring 
water and brought down into town in underground con- 
crete water pipes. A water system was installed which 
included) regularly-spaced fire hydrants: wide Strait 
streets were graded and lined with poplar and cottonwood 
trees; the sidewalks were edged with yellow roses. 








For almost thirty years Hawaiian Islanders eked out a living in lonely losopa 
The cemetery with soft-sounding Polynesian names is on the National Histor 
Register. A line of fire hydrants sticking up out of the desert is one of the most 
unlikely things a passer-by would expect to see.
